The Weather Bureau to-night announced 
that the storm had -evidently passed 
northeastward and was over the Atlantic 
some distance off the’ Georgia coast. So 
far as reports from the land weather sta- 
tions show, there is no indication of dan- 
gerous winds to-night along the immedi- 
ate coast and adjacent territory. 

Storm warnings, however, are displayed 
all along the Atlantic Coast from Florida 
to Cape Cod. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., Oct. 18.—Fre- 
quent messages were received at the wire- 
less telegraph station here to-day giving 
the progress of the tropical hurricane. 
Early this morning the storm was re- 
ported in the vicinity of Havana, doing 
great damage there, but details are lack- 
ing. Later the storm reached Key West, 
blowing down small houses and trees, be- 
ing particularly severe along the water 
front. As the day wore on the storm 
reached Jupiter, where, it is stated, the 
wind blew seventy miles an hour. 

Wires are down south of Jupiter. No 
wireless report~has been received from 
the Miami district. Residents on Anas- 
tasia Island were warned of the approach 
of the storm, and some of them moved 
over to this city.

ST, JOHN'S, N. F., Oct. 18.—The whal- 
ing ketch Snowdrop, which left Dundee, 
Scotland, April 9, for Baffin Land, ar- 
rived here to-day with but four of her 
original crew of fourteen on board. The 
remainder have returned home. 

These four men report an eventful Stim- 
mer on the coast of Greenland. The 
Snowdrop, which has auxiliary engines, 
struck a rock off the Greenland coast 
in June. She sustained serious injuries, 
and was no longer seaworthy. Shortly 
afterward the Danish steamer Fox came! 
along, took ten of her crew on board 
and carried them back to ‘Dundee. The 
four other men stayed by the ketch and 
repaired her. They fished and trapped | 
all through the Summer, slowly working 
their way down here and trading with 
the Greenland natives along the coast.

DROP SIMPLIFIED SPELLING. 
School Superintendents by Meagre 
Vote Decide Not to Recommend It.

ROCH&STER, N. Y., Oct. 18.—Although 
there seemed to be considerable senti- 
ment in favor of the adoption of the sim- 
plified form of spelling in the public 
schools of New York State when the 
question came before the convention of 
State Superintendents, in session here to- 
day, it was not strong enough to carry 
the motion to recommend the adoption of 
the new spelling by the State Board of 
Regents. 

The discussion was 
Superintendents, and two lengthy ad- 
dresses were made in favor of the re- 
form, one by Supt. Rovillus R. Rogers of 
Jamestown and the other by Associate 
City Superintendent Andrew W. Edson of 
New York. No set speeches’ were made 
against the proposition, and when the 
preliminary vote was taken by acclama- 
tion there seemed to be a substantial ma- 
jority in favor of the reform. Then a 
rising vote was called for, and the sup- 
porters sat in their seats non-committal. 

While the reform measure was downed 
by the vote of 8 to 6, the remainder of 
the 100 Superintendents attending the 
convention were apparently disinclined 
to go on record.

NO ROCKEFELLER TRIAL NOW 


It Will Be Deferred Even If the Jury 
Returns a Verdict of 
Guilty. 


Special to The New York Times. 

FINDLAY, Oct. 18.—At midnight, it is 
reported, only one juryman stands be- 
tween the Standard Oil Company and con- 
viction in the case which was given to the 
jury last evening, According to the re- 
port, the jury, on the first ballot, stood 
ten for conviction and two for acquittal. 

The jurors broke into song several times 
during the evening, but for an hour be- 
fore partaking of their midnight luncheon 
seemed to be engaged in an earnest dis- 
cussion of the legal phases of the case. 
They had not up to that time called for 
any further instructions nor indicated 
their desire to make any report. 

Earlier in the day the jurymen had re- 
ported that they could not agree. Judgo 
Banker sent them back, however, stat- 
ing that the case was of too much im- 
portance to accept a report so early. He 
said that the jury should deliberate at 
least forty-eight hours on so important a 
case, 

“TIT will keep the jury out until 8:30 
o’clock to-morrow night if necessary,’’ the 
Judge announced. 

The general opinion ts that there will 
be a disagreement. Considering such a 
contingency, Judge Baker said to-night: 
“The fixing of the date for a rehearing 
of the case, should a disagreement result, 
would be subject largely to the wishes of 
the prosecution. An early hearing would 
be preferable."’ 

There is little probability of another 
trial before the electién in November. It 
may Hoe called for immediately following 
election day. . 

“I will ask for another hearing of the 
case within four weeks should the jury 
disagree and it {ts decided to prosecute 
this case further,” sald Prosecutor David 
to-night. ‘‘ There will be further prosecu- 
tion, but whether in this case or under an 
information against some one of the 
other subsidiary companies is yet to be 
determined. This feature has not been 
seriously considered, as we expect a con- 
viction and are not despairing, even yet.” 

Attorney General Ellis will take an 
active part in the later prosecution. He 
has been furnished transcripts of all the 
important testimony, and is now in a 
position to advise himself fully in those 
details to which he was almost a stranger 
when he came into this trial. 

Should the jury yet bring in a verdjct of 
guilty, the case will be permitted to go 
through higher courts before Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s case is called. Originally the plan 
was to have his trial immediately. Ata 
conference of the attorntys for the State 
last night delay was decided upon finally. 

The reason for this is the question of ju- 
risdiction. The Valentine act does not 
fix the classification of this offense fur- 
ther than to provide a fine and imprison- 
ment. It dees not say where imprison- 
ment shall be. thereby precluding the pos- 
sibility of its being a felony, for in felony 
cases penitentiary imprisonment is speci- 
fied.

OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 18—According to 
private dispatches received here to-night 
the Ute Indians, who have strayed from 
Idaho over into Wyoming, and for whose 
suppression Gov. Brooks yesterday asked 
aid of Federal troops, fought a battle 
with cowboys near Kayline ranch in 
Eastern Wyoming last night. Two cow- 
boys were killed and several Indians are 
believed to have been wounded. The 
dispatches say that further trouble is 
imminent, and that ranchers leave the 
towns only in large parties. 

The Indians, of whom there are several 
hundred, are practically destitute. Last 
night’s clash was when the cowboys at- 
tempted to prevent a band of Utes from 
killing cattle of which they had charge. 

The Utes are determined that they will 
not return to their reservation, and when 
the Federal troops arrive a clash is al- 
most certain to follow. Gen. Greeley, 
commander of the department, is in 
Omaha to-night, ready to send troops K 
the President telegraphs the order.

The | 
target, a floating affair, was sixty feet 
long and thirty feet high. Only thirty- 
nine shots were fired because the target 
was sunk by the thirty-ninth shot. 

The record is the best in the navy, the 
nearest to it being that of the gunners of 
the Missourl, who hit a similar target at 
the same distance, with guns of like cali- 
bre, twenty-four times out of forty shots. 
In night practice, using searchlights to} 
locate the target, the two twelve-inch 
guns in the after turret made 62 per cent, 
of hits. The three-inch gun record, made 
while the ship was steaming ten miles an 
hour, was 70 per cent.

AUDIENCE IS ENTHUSIASTIC 


The Candidate Speaks In Three Other)

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Oct. 18.—W. R. 
|'Hearst, Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, and

|that and several other towns in St. Law- 
|rence County off his itinerary, but when 
{he got to Plattsburg Wednesday night he 
changed his mind and took the train 
back, 

It had been hinted along the route yes- 
|terday that Mr. Hearst’s real reason for 
{considering the skipping of Ogdensburg | 
|; was not his fatigue from campaigning, 
| but his belief that it would do no good to 
| go anywhere in St. Lawrence County. Mr. 
| Hearst certainly didn’t get a very en- 
| couraging reception in other parts of the| 
|county, but when his train ran into Og- 
densburg to-night he was enthusiastically 
}and noisily greeted. 

The explanation is sald to be in a local 
|issue that has split the Republicans in 
| Ogdensburg. Eight years ago George A. 
Hall, a Democrat, was elected Mayor. 
His administration was such as to give 
him three terms. At the last city election 
|he put aside the office while he ran for 
State Controller, but had another Demé@ 
|crat elected to the Mayoralty, This year 
| he was induced to run again, and on ac-

Mr. Shearn in his speech continued ridi- |

Men who have been studying the regis- 
tration figures for this year in Brooklyn | 
have discovered what they regard as in- | 
teresting pecullarities in the way the elec- | 
tion districts were mapped out in the re- | 
apportionment. 


The announced aim was to make the 
districts as nearly equal as possible in 
population. The registration, however, 
shows some rather surprisingly great dif- 
ferences in this respect. There are dis-/| 
tricts in which the registration is so large | 
that extra provision will have to be made |} 
to enable all who wish to do so to vote, 
while in other districts the number of 
voters registered is so small that the 
clerks will have practically nothing to! 
do during the greater part of Election! 
Day. As to the Assembly districts them- | 
selves, there is an unevenness of registra- j 
tion running from 6,965 In the smallest to/| 
16,582 in the largest district. | 

There are about a dozen election dis- 
tricts in the county where the registration | 
is more than 600, with one district running 
up to almost 800. In this district, if all 
who have registered appear on election 
day, they will have to vote at the rate of | 
seventy-two an hour, or more than one a | 
minute. This district is in Brownsville. 

In the Nineteenth Blection District of 
the Tenth Assembly District 614 voters 
| are registered, while in the Fifth Election 
| District the number is but 44. In the 
| Fourth Assembly District, where the av- 
erage to a district is 423, only 44 are reg- 
istered in one election district.

It is three weeks, lacking one day, since

sible of accomplishment. They were 
charged by the President with the task 
of putting a stop to the hostilities then 
developing in the island, and with pre- 
venting further outbreaks. They were to 
be mediators between the two factions 
in Cuba, and were to re-establish peace 
while at the same time preserving to the 
Cubans their own Government. They re- 
turn to their desks at Washington with 
the most essential part of their instruc- 
tions fulfilled—peace preserved and as- 
gurance given for its continuance at least 
unti] the next sugar and tobacco crops 
are mfNe. If there was a failure in the 
effort & reserve to the Cubans their 
governreent of themselves it was at the 
most «rly a temporary loss, and for that 
the Cwans have no one to blame except 
themselves.

What could the Commissioners have re- 
plied to that, but that the United States 
would fulfill its obligation? To such a 
demand there would have been only one 
reply possible, and that would have been 
the dispatch of troops to meet the insur- 
gents in the field and disperse them by 
force. It would have inevitably resulted 
in the very destruction of property it was 
the effort of the Commissioners and the 
urgent desire of the United States to pre- 
vent. 

The alternative to this reply was to say 
to the Moderates that they had no right 
to their offices, and that the United 
States would not recognize them in any 
way. But that reply involved the em- 
ployment of the forces of the United 
States to oust the legally constituted 
Government, a proceeding which could 
never have the support of the Adminis- 
tration or the people of the United States. 
The Commissioners knew that it was as 
impossible as it was undesirable. 

There was a third possibility—that the 
insurgents would remain stubborn and 
compel the Americans to take the fleld 
against them by refusing any sort of 
compromise. This possibility had been in 
@ measure discounted by the action of the 
Generals at the conference with the Com- 
missioners, and the agreement of the rev- 
olutionary committee. 

The Final Solution. 


The day of the crisis brought the very 
best solution of all, the one for which 
the Commissioners had hardly dared to 
hope. But their work had told, From 
start to finish there had been a direct- 
ness of assurance from them that if there 
had to be intervention from thé United 
States to settle the difficulties between 
the factions it would be of uncertain du- 
ration and uncertain termination. It 
had been presented to each faction in as 
unpleasant a light as possible in the 
hope that such presentation would cause 
both sides to be more eager to avoid 
it, and therefore the more ready to come 
to an agreement between themselves. 
But the days of negotiation and disous- 
sion, the arguments pro and con, the 
criminations and recriminations of the 
Cubans, the scandalous charges of one 
against the other, and the steady pressure 
the American Commissioners had 
brought about a situation where each 
side had come to believe that it was bet- 
ter to have the Americans take over 
temporarily the Government of the island 
than to let any member of the other side 
lave any participation in it. That was 
exactly what the Commissioners desired, 
for that opened the way to a peaceful 
intervention which would be accepted by 
both sides without strife and would re- 
sult in the preservation of the sugar 
and tobacco crops and the safety of the 
great property interests of the island at 
the same time that it gave opportunity 
for a rearrangement of the laws of the 
island with the hope that a permanent 
settlement could be reached. So it was 
that when the Moderates refused to at- 
tend the session of Congress after receiv- 
ing the resignation of the patriot Palma 
the Commissioners found that the situa- 
tion had been placed unreservedly in their 
hands by the men from whom they had 
come to expect least. They could have 
shouted with relief. 

What followed was comparatively easy. 
The Liberals, sticking to their agreement 
in good faith, arranged the disarmament 
and disbandment of their troops. The 
disarmament was a fake, in that it did 
not turn over the guns or ammunition 
that had been purchased with the revolu- 
tionary funds, but surrendered cnly the 
old weapons, worn out with service in 
previous insurrections, and utterly un- 
serviceable. But the disbandment was 
almost entirely genuine. And it has left 
a situation such that now any many who 
was in any insurrectionary band and 
shows himself with a gun in his posses- 
sion may have it taken from him by the 
police without the right to protest. 

That is what the Commissioners have 
accomplished. For the present, when the 
result is so close before the eyes that it 
cannot be seen in perspective, there is 
much criticism. But as time goes on it

PRESIDENT AND TAFT CONFER 


Secretary Says the Army Will Not Be 
Withdrawn Till There Is Ample 
Assurance of Fair Elections. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—President 
Roosevelt had a long conference to-day 
with Secretary Taft and Assistant Secre- 
tary Bacon, who made a full report of 
all that occurred in Cuba since the United 
States intervened. 

The financial feature of the intervention 
was talked of, and the question of the ap- 
pointment of a fiscal agent for the United 
States in the island discussed. 

When Secretary Taft resumed his duties 
at the War Department after his confer- 
ence with the President he found a great 
accumulation of matters requiring his at- 
tention. The first business, however, was 
to give the necessary orders to carry into 
effect the plans he had formed relative 
to Cuba, which had received the approval 
of the President. 

Speaking generally of the results of his 
mission to Cuba and the prospects for the 
political future of that island, the Secre- 
tary said success had been attained in one 
important point at least—the fighting had 
been stopped and he did not believe that 
it would be renewed even after the with- 
drawal of the American forces. It had 
been a difficult and dangerous situation 
for a time, as the Commissioners had had 
to deal with an undisciplined force of per- 
haps 20,000 men under arms and scattered 
about the island, making it difficult to 
reach them directly. The real purpose of 
the summoning of Gen. Funston to Cuba 
was to assist In this work, for which he 
was peculiarly qualified owing to his ac- 
quaintance with many of the leading 
spirits on both sides, and in which he was 
entirely successful. There had never been 
any intention of placing him in command 
of the entire American forces. A mark of 
the favor in which Gen. Funston was held 


by the President, the Secretary said, was | 


to be found in the fact that he was to be 
placed in command of an entire division, 
although only a Brigadier General, which 
was without precedent. P 

Secretary Taft said he was anxious to 
have Gen. Bell return to Washington as 
soon as possible, but he had worked so 
long and well with him (Mr. Taft) in the 
Philippines in the solution of precisely 
such problems as now existed in Cuba, 
he spoke Spanish with such fluency, and 
understood the methods of doing busi- 
ness with such people as the Cubans so 
thoroughly, that the Secretary felt he was 
the best representative he could have in 
Cuba at present. 

The Secretary preserved his usual at- 
titude when the question of the length 
of the American stay in Cuba was brought 
up, and said it was not possible now to 
make any prediction. When the bad feel- 
ings stirred up by the revolution had sub- 
sided and there was ample assurance 
that elections could be held without vio- 
lence, with fair dealing on all sides, and 
with a disposition to abide loyally by the 
results of such elections on all sides, 
then, and not before, would the retirement 
of the American forces be in order. Cer- 
tainly they would not retire before the 
elections, for it would be necessary to 
watch them to make sure that they 
were fairly conducted. 

Relative to the disposition of the mili- 
tary and naval forces in Cuba, Mr. Taft 
said it had been decided to withdraw as 
soon as possible a number of marines 
now in the island. There was a force 
there now of about 2,400 marines, and all 
but about 400 or 500 were to be with- 
drawn. As the marines were called away 
they would be replaced by soldiers, and 
the number of these, originally fixed at 
5,600, would probably be increased to 
about 7,000. 

The Secretary declined to state what 
proportion of the expense of this army 
would be charged against the Cuban rev- 
enues, but said that matter would be 
treated in a special order which he would 
soon issue. He said he would make a 
written report to the President of tue 
result of his work in Cuba. 

There was, said Mr. Taft, no longer 
need for maintaining a naval force of 
any amount in Cuban waters, so he had 
recommended to the President, who had 
approved the suggestion, that all the 
warships now there be withdrawn, with 
the exception of two or three of the small 
gunboats, which might be needed to keep 
up communication with the various sca- 
ports where marines were stationed. The 
army transport service, however, would 
be maintained, and for that purpose the 
Sumner and the two transports now wn 
their way to New York from the Philip- 
pines would be used. 7 

Secretary Taft said he now believed it 
would be impossible for him to make the 
trip to Panama which he had planned 
in company with the President. ‘The 


President, however, would go, as orig- 
inally planned, and it was understood

ANOTHER THAW CONFERENCE. 


Mother and Wife Spend an Hour with 
Prisoner—Trial in December Maybe. 


What was thought by some to be an im- 
portant conference of the Thaw family 
took place yesterday in front of the pris- 
oner’s cell in the Tombs.

Receipts In the Fiscal Year Ending 
Sept. 30 Were $35,596,966.

ALBANY, Oct. 18.—The State Treasury 
at the close of business Sept. 30 showed 
that the receipts of the fiscal year were 
$25,596,966.92, more than $32,000,000 of 
which was raised by indirect taxation. 
Of the remainder there was a direct tax 
of about $1,400,000, including special taxes 
for Judges and stenographers, and $1,011,-

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

I am very glad you have given so much 
space to Mr. Richard Watson Gilder’s 
eloquent manifesto on the designing am- 
bitions of William Randolph Hearst, be- 
cause if it contains the case against the 
candidature of the Democratic nominee, 
a@ more unconvincing document I never 
read.

Many prominent 

amateurs, who would take pleasure in an im- 

promptu brush with other owners of fast cars, 

are advocating she straightaway plan. The | 
committee in charge of the preliminaries has 
already discovered that it has a stupendous | 
task on its shoulders. 

There is no intention of the Automobile Club 
of America taking an active part in the man- 
agement of the proposed private course or of | 
the events that may be held there. 

“The Automobile Club resolved to give up 
road racing contests three ago,”’ said 
President Dave Hennen Morris yesterday, ‘* but; 
that does not mean that the club in its individ- 
wal memibership is not vitally interested in the 
scheme, and I thoroughly believe its success is 
assured. I have heard considerable talk that 
the course should be a straightaway, so far 
@s possible, and from 50 to 100 miles in 
length. If the rights of way can be obtained, | 
it would be as easy to lay out such a course |; 
as to lay out a circular road, under similar ; 
conditions. By the straightaway system we | 
would have a broad automobile road laid out} 
on lines similar to the railroads, but I under- 
stand there would be no grade crossings, thus 
insuring abso.ute safety to the public. A course 
like this would available for short dis-| 
tance races from time to time, and it would | 
afford an ideal proving ground for new cars 
of high horse power brought out by different 
manufacturers."’ | 

Chairman Jefferson De Mont Thompson of the 
Racing Board and member this special 
committee has had half a dozen 
brought to its attention, and some of them he 
has personally investigated.

Trading on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day slipped back again into the old groove, 
refusing to bestir itself even under such 
| apparently favorable developments as an 
| increase in the Amalgamated Copper divi- 
dend and a further decline in the foreign 
exchange market, which brings gold im- 
ports into view once more, There had 
been much curiosity, and no Ittle anx- 
iety, at least among speculators, over the 
action to be taken by the Directors of 
the Amalgamated Company at their meet- 
ing during the day, for it was argued by 
those who concerned themselves most 
| deeply in this matter that a decision’ to 
advance the dividend would be tanta- 
mount to an expression of confidence in 
the election of the Republican nominee 
for Governor and an alignment by these 
important interests upon the side of high- 
er prices, while failure to change the 
dividend rate would mean the opposite of 
these things. The payment on the stock 
was raised from an annual rate of 7 per 
cent. to 8 per cent., and nothing in par- 
ticular happened save in Amalgamated 
itself, which, after rising 14% points, lost a 
full point of this gain. The rest of the 
market went on its uninteresting way, 
fluctuating narrowly and attracting even 
less buying than on Wednesday. At the 
end of the day losses were far more 
numerous than gains, but changes were 
in almost all instances confined to frac- 
tions. 

As to the Amalgamated dividend itself, 
it may be said that if an 8 per cent. rate 
upon the stock was justified in 1900, when 
copper was selling at 17 cents, an equal 
payment is not reckless with copper at 
fts present prices. It {is impossible, of 
course, to determine with any certainty 
the position of a company which makes 
such incomplete statements as does the 
Amalgamated, and it is nearly as diffictlt 
to secure figures of the production and 
consumption of copper metal which will 
give more than an inkling of the real con- 
dition of the copper trade. These facts 
are generally known, and explain, doubt- 
less, the prevalent distrust of copper 
stocks and copper metal prices. 

An advance to 6 per cent. in time money 
for practically all periods followed nat- 
urally upon the higher quotations for call 
money now ruling, and the (firmer 
tendency of interest rates is well enough 
explained by the rather substantial losses 
which the banks are suffering through 
shipments of funds to Canada and to the 
interior. To Canada there was forward- 
ed yesterday $500,000, making $3,750,000 
so shipped this week, while the sharp fall 
in domestic exchange, that of Chicago on 
New York going to 30 cents, reflects the 
urgency of the inland demand. Foreign 
exchange rates declined a quarter of a 
cent in the pound, and the probability of 
American bids for gold laid down in Lon- 
don on Monday was consequently can- 
vassed. Perhaps this possibility had 
something to do with the additional ad- 
vance in discount rates in London yes- 
terday, quotations there moving up to

Controller Says City Is Held Up to |

“They sit and sit and sit some more 
until they think they have worked the 
cinch to the limit, and then they report,” 
said Controller Metz in a general de- 
nunciation of the methods of the Con- 
demnation Commissioners yesterday.

“The time has passed when the city’s 
progress can be held up for the financial 
benefit of a few public spirited and pro- 
fessional citizens,’’ the Controller con- 
tinued. “By holding secret sessions and 
ten-minute meetings the spirit of the law 
is prostituted still more, and the growth | 
of the city handicapped.- I’m going to 
find out whether this can be remedied. | 

“When Mr. Delany was Corporation | 
Counsel, he told us the courts sustained | 
the Commissioners in this policy of ob- | 
struction and waste. If that’s so, I want 
new legislation. 

** Ex-Senator McCabe, whom I have just | 
appointed to work for the betterment of 
conditions in the field of estimate and 
appraisal, has served on some of these 
condemnation commissions, and he has 
repeatedly complained of their dilatory 
end extravagant policy. 

“T had the power to appoint a man who | 
could see what was actually going on to| 
help Clerk Schenck, who was doing two 


men’s work. I have no desire to criti- 
cise him, but I want a man who will re- | 
port directly to me how things are going.”

Criminal proceedings may be brought 
against representatives of one or more of 
|the big Hfe insurance companies in: con- 
nection with the elections to be held un- 
jder the new law. Although yesterday was 
the first day for voting, it was prolific 
ef trouble, and last evening George R.

| The law requires that each mutual com- 
|pany shall send to each policy holder a 
“statement” bearing every ticket that is 
in the field, with voting instructions, 
blank proxy, and return envelope. Thou- 
sands of policy holders all over the coun- 
try have received what they believed to 
|be the “statement” with the names of 
all the nominees except those on the ad- 
ministration ticket, scratched out in ink. 
| Almost without exception these ballots 
bore the number designating the policy 
held by the recipient. The ballot, so far 
as each envelope showed, might have been 
mailed by any one. There was a printed 
letter inclosed in some instances, pur- 





ing, ‘‘I am sending you this letter and in- 
closure of my own accord and without] 
jexpense to the company directly or indi-

RJSH. TO HALL OF RECORDS. 


Visitors Who Had Heard It Was Fin- 
ished Turned Away Disappointed. 


There was a great rush yesterday by 
the curious to visit the new Hall of Rec- 
ords, at Chambers and Centre Streets, un- 
der the mistaken impression that the 
building is finished and had been thrown 
open for inspection. Watchmen, elevator 
attendants, and Thomas Riley, who has 
represented the Borough President's of- 
fice at the new hall for the last seven 
years, were all kept busy turning visitors 
away and explaining to them’ that the 
building is not finished, and that business 
is being transacted only on the main floor. 
No one was allowed to enter the elevators 
or inspect the upper floors. 

The building will not be completed be- 
fore Jan. 1 next. The corridor on the 
main floor on the Chambers Street side 


is filled with scaffolding. The _ $33,000 
mosaic ceiling to be put in there has not 
been begun. The metal railings, book | 

cases, and shelving on several floors have 
not been installed. 

The only department carrying on its 
regular business in the new building is 
that of Taxes and Assessments, It began 
| yesterday on the north side of the main 
floor. There are four record rooms in the 
basement, containing 35,000 individual 
metal boxes, and these are well filled. 
Records from the Controller’s office were 
stored there months ago. 

The Surrogates are moving in gradually, 
but will not make their permanent head- 
quarters in the new building before Nov. 
1. Register Gass and Corporation Coun- 
sel Ellison are expected to begin to move 
in about the same date. 

The building has ye so far between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000. Ground was 
broken on March 1, 1899. 


LOST MONEY IN PRIMARIES. 


Reason Assigned for the Failure of ex- 
Leader Donohue. 


| A petition in bankruptcy was filed yes- 
terday in the United States District Court 
by the creditors of Matthew F. Donohue, 
the ex-Tammany district leader, who was 
in the plumbing business at 2,564 Broad- 
way. 

The creditors who filed the petition are 
John J. Timmons, for stabling, $725; Riv- 
erside Stable Company, for carriage hire, 
$790; Greason Manufacturing Company, 
for plumbers’ supplies, $266. They allege 


that Donohue, while insolvent, transferred 
a large part of his property to persons 
unknown, and that he has made prefer- 
ential payments and transfers of accounts 
amounting to $1,000. He has admitted his 
inability to pay his debts. 

It is said that the present proceeding is 
of a friendly nature, and that it is taken 
to forestall another petition about to be 
filed against Donohue. Mr. Donohue

SUIT OVER MINE STOCK. 


Hurlock Says He Pald $84,500 te Mc- 
Keever Bros. for Worthless Shares. 


George D. Hurlock of Easton, Penn., 
has begun an action in the Supreme 
Court against McKeever Brothers of 170 
Broadway, to recover $84,500, which he 
alleges he paid them on behalf of himself 
and others for stock of the Montana Ov- 
erland Mining Company. He says that the 
stock is worthless and the defendants

Hurlock, who says he acted as an agent 
for McKeever Brothers up to last July, 
alleges that they falsely and fraudulently 
induced persons to buy the stock, know- 
ing it to be of no value. He has got out 
an attachment against their property in 
this State, and the Sheriff levied on $48,- 
000 worth. Justice Leventritt directed 
him to file a bond for $2,500 yesterday.

NOW A CAMPAIGN ISSUE 


'Indignant at Delays, People May 
Appeal to Hughes and Hearst. 


ae ——— 


WANT TO OUST ENGINEER 


Speakers at Mase Meeting Denounce 
Condition of Fulton Street—Will 
Appeal to the Mayor. 


If the Rapid’ Transit Commission will 
not make the contractor who is building 
the Brooklyn subway live up to the terms 
of his contract, Gov. Higgins’ will be 
asked to cause the Commissioners to re- 
move the present engineers and to ap- 
point others who will be more interested 
in the people’s service. If Gov. Higgins 
will do nothing, Mr. Hughes and Mr, 
Heargt will bé asked to pledge themselves 
to remedy conditions along the route of 
the subway, particularly in Fulton Street, 
where they are said to be intolerable to 
the merchants doing business there. 

The Business Men's League of Brook- 
lyn decided upon this course at a mass 
meeting held in Association Hall, at Ful- 
ton and Bond Streets, last night. They 
also demanded that Fulton Street be reg- 
ularly cleaned; that the cross streets be 
opened and freed from piles of building 
material; that the surface of Fulton 
Street be paved with wood over any open- 
ings not actually required for the work 
on the Subway, so thot people can use the 
street and that the contractors work both 
day and night under ground, and at night 
only on the surface until Christmas. They 
decided to present these demands to the 
President of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion and Mayor McClellan, and to take 
the action already outlined if the com- 
mission did not satisfy them. 

Every official who has had anything to 
do with the building of the Subway was 
severely criticised by the speakers. Mayor 
McClellan, the Rapid Transit Commission, 
Chief Engineer Rice, and the contractors, 
Cranford & McNamee, were charged with 
shifting the responsibility for the present 
| condition from one official to another, 
so that no satisfaction could be had. Mr. 
Rice, in particular, was the subject of 
criticism. 

The meeting was one of the largest of 
the kind ever held in Brooklyn. The hall 
was cfowded, and a big overflow meeting 
was held outside in Bond Street. There 
were many women in the crowd, their 
complaint being that since they had to 
use the department stores on Fulton 
Street to do their shopping, they wanted 
to do so in safety and without the danger 
of having their gowns soiled by the dust 
from the holes in the street. Then there 
were fireworks, bands, cheering, and a 
vaudeville show, which kept the crowd in 
good humor. 

Borough President Coler addressed the 
crowd outside and then spoke in the hall. 
|He advised the merchants “to strike at 
lthe Rapid Transit Commission with a 
|}club and to whip the cowardly newspa- 
pers of Brooklyn into line with a threat.”’ 

‘*Don’t bother with the engineer,”’ he 
|}said. ‘Go at the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion itself. Controller Metz has instructed 
me to tell you that he will do anything 
he can to stir up the commisison. He has 
@ weapon which he can use for you. Let 
him refuse to pay another bill for the 
Subway until Fulton Street is cleaned 
up. I hope he will do so. That may be 
a high-handed way, but it is the only 
way to do things now. 

“You merchants have a great weapon 
in your hands,’”’ Mr. Coler continued. 
“The newspapers of Brooklyn have sys- 
tematically resisted every attempt we 
have made to get for Brooklyn what is 
hers. You can force these cowardly 
newspapers to get into line. Say to them, 

‘We will not give you one line of adver- 
tising until you get behind Brooklyn and 
help it to fight the corporations.’ That 
means that I am advising you to be An- 
archists, but it was I who advised the 
people in the five-cent-fare fight.” 

Val M. Schmitz, President of the League, 
acted as Chairman of the meeting and 
read telegrams from Mr. Hughes and Mr. 
Hearst, who regretted that they could not 
attend the meeting and said they were 

E the league in its fight for better

conditions. Mr. Hearst’s telegram was 
read first and was greeted with some ap- 
panes. When the telegram from Mr. 
jughes was read the applause was deaf- 
ening and lasted many minutes. Mr. 
Schmitz introduced ex-Senator Walter C. 
Burton as the first speaker. 

Mr. Burton denounced everybody, from 
the contractor to the Mayor for their sys- 
tem of shifting the responsibility. He said

along Fulton Street, and told how the 
work for the subway in Paris had been 
done without dirt and without a sus- 
pension of business along the streets in 
which it was going on. 

He declared that the business along 
Fulton Street had been hurt, and that it 
was unsafe for the thousands» of women 
who do their shopetng there to walk 
along the street e asked that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to prepare 
resolutions voicing the indignation of the 
people. When the resoolutions were pre- 
sented to the meeting they were adopted
